Unlike the three^J'reviously profiled 
mayoral candidates, Bruce Jablonski is a 
neophyte when it comes to village politics, 
-although_he_claim s to be no newcomer w hen 
it comes to the workings of administration , 
and the operations of a board, having served 
two terms on the Antioch Grade School 
Board. , , * 

According to Jablonski, the school board is 
' responsible for the administration of a larger 
budget and the handling of more employees 
then is the village board. 

He also claims to be knowledgeable in the 
handling of 'finances, being a contributing 
school board member during the time a 
$400,000 budget deficit was turned into an ex- 
pected balanced budget for the coming year, 
under the direction of Administrator Don 
Skidmore. .--< 

He claims some village experience, having 

served on the planning, commission under 

.two administrations 

Jablonski considers his newness to village ' 
politics "an added plus because I have no 
strikes against me." 

But he has been actively and currently in- 
volved in the community, -serving on the 
rescue squad, the board of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry and a businessman 
in Antioch for the past 12 years. 

"Before I made the announcement that I 
was going to run for mayor, I found many . 
people who indicated that they wanted new 
people involved in the government of the 
village since- three of the candidates 
represent the last 16 years of village govern- 
ment, ^ie says \ 

What platform is Jablonski running on? 
While stressing "time for a change" and 
"more communication and cooperation bet- 
ween the government of the village and its 
residents, he lists a preference for a 
professional business manager with a 
degree, if and when a fact finding committee 
looks into the matter and advocates the 
village's needfor full time administration. 

In speaking of the need for full time ad- 
ministration, he claims that the proper 
delegation of authority, to competent depart- 
ment heads, may negate the need for the 
mayor to spend the 20 or more hours now 
claimed by the incumbent: 



In the same vein he goes into the time and 
money spent on what he calls - the 
polarization of the community by wasting 
time arousing the anger of the citizens before ■- 
doing doing their homework and coming up 
with proper solutions after the fact.

He lists, in the same vein, the telling of the 
Orchard St. merchants and the downtown 
merchants that they would be liable for 
street repaving costs, again giving rise to 
angry protestations and again, after the fact, 
finding funding for the projects. 

He adds the many rebelous meetings 
caused by the full time mayor and Jewel- 
Osco forays to his accusation that the present 
board does not do its homework, in these" 
casesjiynotjinding out jhe people^ wishes . 
before proceeding. ' 

"People don't want ultimatums, they want 
alternatives," he says. 

Jablonski, who is on the executive board of 
the Chamber/ states that he has a very 
strong feeling about, not only' bringing in 
more industry to perpetuate building starts, 
jobs and increase the local money flow, but 
the use of Industrial Revenue Bonds to do so. 

He does go on record saying that these bon- 
ds should only be used to bring in industry 
not business. 

Like many of the other candidates, he is in 
favor of land aquisitions to the village; 
especially land that will improve the parking 
in the business district and the traffic flow. 

Part of Jablonski's plan is to spend what is 
necessary to accomplish what is needed, and 
by cutting any superfluous spending, he sees 
the possibility of anual excesses, that if con- 
tinuing, could call for a tax levy lowering. 

He capsules this by stating, "A budget 
should be a guide to spending, not as a goal to 
theamountof money to be spent." ' .*= 

Jablonski, like Ray Toft and Bob Wilton, 
has said that he will only accept $4,000 per 
year, instead of the recently mandated 
$11,000', as his salary if her is elected mayor 
of Antioch. •'-_'

Antioch's completed its trip, to Cham- 
paign with a uphill- battle against a 
superior .Quincy Blue Devil team on 
Friday afternoon, March 20,* before a 
crowd of 13,712 : in University, of Illinois'

The Blue Devils, ranked number one in 
the state coming into the tournament and 
considered number one. in the country by 
some prep basketball magazines, had too 
much speed and quickness against the 
-awedSequoits-

.said ttog er Andrews followin g the 75-50 
loss. "We started to, but not fast enoughT 
and we were hit by an avalanche." 

THE BLUE Devils forced the Sequoits to 
commit numerous turnovers against and 
extremely -tough- fullcourt- press, which 
combined with an outstanding shooting 
percentage by Quincy, put them up 26-9 af- 
ter the first quarter.

one-half minutes of the game was a slam 
dunk by John Ploss at the 7 : 01 mark.

Going to the Elite Eight is the fulfillment 
of 27-years of coaching for Roger Andrews, 
Antioch boys basketball head coach.

The Sequits did it that year with balan- 
ced scoring . from five players, Mike 
Perrone, Russ Albano, Mike Gutowski, Vic 
McGuire and Mark Andrews. They ad : 
vanced through the regional, defeating 
Woodstock '81-49 and Grant 68-55. 

Perrone and Albano were to return the 
following year and the Sequoits went 
through the conference with only one loss 
and then advanced through the regional, 
.defeating Round Lake, 71-51, and Grant 59- 
52. But again, the Sequoits couldn't make it 
through the sectional opener, losing 47-45 



to Rockford Auburn. 

That year Kevin Walpoie and Mike Witt 
were at guard and Scott Kimball rounded 
out the starting five. 

Older Sequoit fans will remember the 
banner year of 1967 ; That was.the year that 
Tyrone Walls came out of Allendale School 
to lead the Sequoits in, their trek down- 

. Antioch had to survive a torrid con- 
ference season, matched head to head with 
a Grant team featuring Lee Oler, in order 
to advance. 

Walls and Bruce ; Empfield led the 
Sequoits past Grayslake 60-52 jnjhe_ 
district opener that_year and then past 
Lake Zurich 71-68, -leading-up to another 
confrontation with Grant. 

\ x Walls had an off night with 12 points, but 
Empfield dumped in 17 while the Sequoits^ 
held Oler to only 26 po ints to win 61-60. 

The loss ended Grant's season with a 
record of 20-6, but Grant would come back 
the following year, with Oler as a senior, to 
make their own run downstate. .

The Sequoits then advanced to regional 
action where they opened by defeating 
Mundelein and then cruised by Prospect 
51-47 and Arlington 60-53 to win the 
regional, 

Prior to the opening sectional game 

against North Chicago, Coach Roger An- 
drews said' "after all, we're supposed to 
have been beaten a long time ago. In fact 
we're not even supposed to have gotten out 
of the district." 

"The town's on top of the world today" 
he said after his 1967 team had defeated 
Arlington, "and I'm looking down on them. 
This is the greatest. It's terrific.^ 

Walls scored 16 points and had 12 



rebounds to lead the Sequoits past 
Arlington and Empfield grabbed 18 
rebounds and' added 14 points.

The Sequbjts entered the North Chicago 
contest that year having already lost to the 
Warhawks twice.

The Sequoits ended 
their season in 1967 with a 26-5 mark. " 

This time around, Quincy proved too 
much for the Sequoits, and everyone else 
who ventured into the U of I Assembly Hail- 
to try and derail their basketball express- 
Basketball scribes wondered at the Blue 
Devil's transition from offense to defense. 
One official remarked that Quincy was the 
third best basketball team in the state, 
behind only the University ^Illinois and 
Bradley, while others admitted that this 
year's Quincy team is possibly the best to 
ever take the floor and win the annual 
March Madness state tournament classic. 

■ The success of Antioch in its bid for a 
state title, despite losing 75-50, is un- 
derscored by. the fact that Antioch scored 
more points against Quincy than victims in 
the semi-final and final round.

Andrews was allowed to extend his 
dream one step further, as Koesser sank 
the second of two freethrows with two 
seconds remaining to lift the Sequoits to a 
35-34 victory over Palatine and a spot in 
the Elite Eight. 

— Koesser, who had been benched -for 
almost a quarter in the second half for for- 
cing up shots, came through when he 
needed as he scored his only point in the 
second half to win the game. 

"IT'S A great tribute to these kids to 
make the Elite Eight," Andrews said 
following the win at Northern Illinois 
University. 

"When it comes to tournament time, 
you've got to play and that's what these 
kids have done," he concluded. 

Play, they have, and as a credit to the 
players and coaches, Antioch has finally 
taken itself, and the Northwest Suburban 
Conference, to a place among the "Elite" 
of basketball in the state of Illinois.
